In fact, the Two Thousand 
is invariably the key-stona to the great Epsom event; hence its issuo ig 
awaited with feverish anxiety by those who stand heavy anent the Derby. 
Smolensko, Cadland, Bay Middleton, Cotherstone, West Australian, and 
Macaroni, won the double event; the Wizard (1809), Nectar, Reginald, Riddles. 
worth, Sir Tatton Sykes, Pitsford, the Wizard (1860), and the Marquis ran 
second for the Derby; and Sir Tatton Sykes, Stockwell, West Australian, and 
the Marquis subsequently won the St, Leger, whilst Cotherstone and Nunery- 
kivl: got second for the Tatter,. With these facts strongin memory, no wonder 
tho race of Tuesday next is anticipated to foreshadow the Blue "Riband result 
on the Surrey downs.

We leave our readers to judge, from this letter, what was the tenor of 
MecDonalds’s advice. I justice to Jack, Mr. Morrissey should let us have

his former friends, A few even intimate that no one knows more about the 
real cause of his defeat than himself, and thot is one reason that he remains

assist him Mf the ring; here, whatever was necessary to be done to insure the 
downfall of the Benicia Boy was probably done, and done effectually, a8 sub- 
sequent events proved. Jim Hoenan tells us that John was in the best of 
health and spirits when he parted with him on his way ‘to the house of his 
packer; that he did not manifest the least concern about the issue of the fight, 
&e. What a chango was wrought in him during the two days he was away 
from his trainers, during the time he was left, at his own request, at a public- 
house in London! What a fearful change! Who is answerable for it? Who 
gave him his bread, his meat, his drink, while at this house? Who attended 
to him in any way? John Heenan can tell, if he will. Why does he not give 
his friends the explanation they desire? Is he fearful of implicating some 
friend or backer in the transaction; or does he fear that the revelations he can 
make will implicate himself? What is he afraid of? Let him speak out like 
a man, if it~won’t hurt him to do Bo.

‘The procession, which had a 
most imposing and truly. picturesque effect,” says the contemporary 
chronicler, “ first moved through High-street, and thence proceeded to 
Henley-street,” where “the pageant became stationary, leaving the 
lowly mansiox, ‘ where his infant lays sweet Shakespeare sung,’ a cen- 
tral object. in front of the splendid spectacle.” “At this point,” he 
proceeds, “the tragi¢ and comic. muses alighted from their respective 
cars, and, attended by several of the leading dramatic characters in the 
procession, entered the hallowed spot, and. after traversing the chamber 
in which the ‘immortal bard’ drew his first breath, they ascended a 
temporary 8 erected in front of the house.” There they crowned 
a bust of the poet with a laurel wreath, while “the gentleman who 
personified Panolph,” delivered. an address appropriate to the occasion, 
written by Mr. erle, of the Theatre Royal, Covent-garden. After 
traversing the several streets of the town and pausing before the church 
to chant the eae ~ the procession ‘found its way ‘to the site of the 
Stratford Theatre, the foundation: stone of which building was then 
laid with great ceremony. In the afternoon a dinner wasgivenin Shake- 
speare’s Hall, and, a8 no eminent men were present, speeches of the 
ordinary. character were delivered. Fireworks and illuminations 
closed the first day’s festivities. The second day's festivities included 
a breakfast inthe morning and a Shakespearean masqué in the evening,

This is e step in 
the right direction, and: for whieh the worthy proprietor deserves great 
credit. Mr. Martin must eertainly have been at enorniens expense in 
laying out these leviathan grounds, and we wish him every success in his 
spirited enterprise. There is no donbt they are the largest in the world, anid 
we feel certain that pedestrianism, which has of late been on the decline, as 
well as all other outdoor sports, will receive a great impetus in this neighbour- 
nood. “Ho is the ‘right man in the right place" and from his extensive and 
long experience, both at home and nbroad, no person is more eminently 
qualified to cater for the public, and we trust Mr, Martin will receive that support 
which he deserves, On Friday there was'a good fallof rain, whieh, ly waa 
feared, would mar the opening, but on Saturday a change took plage, the sun 
shining most brilliantly se that the weather was everything that could be 
desired, Long before the appointed time, the denizens of the cotton metropolis 
and its neighbourhood might be seen wending their way to the centre of 
attraction, The road was well dotted with vehicles of all kinds, conveying 
their living freights, ample accomodation for the former being provided inside 
the grounds.

And 
here was an end to the somewhat childish, but none the less. loving, 
“gala” of 1827. One passage, however, from “the notes of the 
gentleman connected with the newspaper press” who was responsible 
for the account of these festivities, we cannot omit. He says, certain 
“metropolitan papers state that it was intended for the procession (the 
‘pageant’ of the first day) to have proceeded to the church, in the 
chancel of which Hamlet's gravediggers were to have been stationed 
over the place where the ‘Immortal Bard’ reposed, resting on their 
spades, as though they had just finished their melancholy task of com- 
mitting ‘the sweetest bard who ever sang’ to the ‘jawsof the ponderous 
and marble tomb. The sprites and fairies and other supernatural 
characters which abound in the play were to have been distributed in 
different parts of the building, occasionally peeping from behind the 
tombs, &c., as if fearful of intruding into the precincts of the place 
occupied by the remains of the glorious magician by whose potent wand 
they had been called forth. Hamlet was to have spoken an oration 
over the grave, during which the whole of the characters were to form 
a circle, and place themselves in attitudes of attention: The London 
reporter goes on to express his regret that this: plan was abandoned in 
consequence of the clergyman having refused to sanction it. Indeed, 
in our humble judgment, it would have been a source of deep regret 
had the venerable and respectable character here alluded to given his 
consent to such a step.” It is needless to say that we entirely concur in 
the “humble judgment ” which exonerates “the venerable and respect- 
able character here alluded to.” 

The next Shakespearean festival was he)d in’1830, when the “gala” 
wo have already described was as nearly reproduced as it well could 
be, The “pageant,” excepting a few changes in the characters, was 
the same; its line of route and its duties the same. Breakfasts and 
fireworks began and ended each of the three days over which the 
“ festival” extended ; and dinnersand speoches thereat added tothe general 
monotony of the proceedings. We shall therefore be excused if we 
refrain from entering into any. detailed account of them. Since then 
celebrations in honour of the poet have not extended beyond his 
birthday, but on that day we believe some kind of festivity has always 
been the rule at Stratford. Por these many years past, at all events, it 
has ‘been our pleasant duty to record them; and in due time we shall 
undertade the larger task of giving some detail respecting the forth- 
coming, tercentenary celebration, which we hope will prove, as it should 
do, the most graceful tribute that has yet been offered to the meniory 
of Shakespeare. :

hundred Shakespearian paintings, comprising, we are told, the 


cream of no less than fifteen or twenty of the best English galleries. 


As few of the pictures are hung yet, and many of them still remain 
unpacked, we can do no more than hazard a guess that the collec- 
tion will be perfectly unique—such a one, in fact, as has never, been 
seen before, At least, so says Mr. Hogarth, of the Haymarket, who 
has come down from London to superintend the hanging. And now 
it is time that we come to the programme of entertainments to be 
given in the Pavilion.

RICHARD GREEN IN BNGLAND.~A VrH 
HIS ViSsrr. PEL IEW. OF 

The following lettor has been addressed to the Editors of Bell's 
Life in Sydney :— | 

“ GENTLEMEN,—-Having seen much of Green, your rowing cham- 
pion, from the time of his coming to England to the day of his 
departure for Australia, and feeling doubtful as to how he will be 
represented by persona in this country, I am desirous of saying a 
few words respecting him. I may as well add that T am invited by 
friends of Green to-do thia—-not out of any misgiving on their part 
as to what Australians will think of him, for you all know more of 
his Character and éapabilities than we do, and “most. handsomely do 
you testify to the excellence of both one and the other; but simply 
‘to refute or correct any mis-statements that may reach you; and 
moro’ partieularly ‘to point to one or two circumstances which, in 
justice to Groen, ought not to be overlooked. 

‘Soon after Green's arrival he took ‘up .his quarters at Kolly’s, 
near my residence, and throughout his stay—more than a year— 
and his training, I was in constant ¢ommunication with him. My 
garden immediately overlooks the Thames, and T had, all through 
the summer, opportunities of observing Green daily, as he’ rowed to 
and fro; indeed, I scarcely ever lost sight of him for more than a 
day or s0, my brother in Sydney being very much interested in 
him, and his reputation as a rower; and another brother, then in 
London, having requested mo te look to his welfare a3 auch as was 
convonidntly practicable, ‘Green, however, required no looking 
after, a fact whielt | very soon discovered. In a weelt or two he 
became, I'may say, remakable for his sober, regular, and unobtru- 
sive habits, us well as his steady practice pon the water (where he 
was evidently quite at home), and in still less time he obtained tho 
respect and goodwill of everybody in this neighbourhood—-I may 
say everybody with whom he camo in-contact. But he puzzled not 
afow,  His-well-knit und formidable frame and healthy look, his 
quiet bearing and unmistakeable confidence in himself, his reputa- 
tion as & rower, and his having come #o many thousand miles 
backed by the belief of his friends, to win the Championship of the 
Thames from‘such a rower ns Chamberr—theso were quite enough 
ito maké-men cautious in their betting; but his style of rowing waa 
proclaimed so bad ns to make it almost impossible for him to win. 
Hence, all sorts of doubts and perplexities and odds against him 
from first to last. . True, he possessed great museulay strength, and 
knew how to use it; but the question was, could any amount of 
human prowess withstand throughout a race, such exhaustion to that 
to which his method of rowing, according to all fair reason, sub- 
jected him? ‘No mortal endurance,” said the common spectator, 
“oan hold out long under such taxation ag that.” The best rowers, 
as we all know, pull as'it were from their heels to their heads—leps, 
back, shoulders, and Joins, all help to the whole power of the rower, 
and were the arms left. to themselves to do the work they would 
goon bo ‘used up,’ as is generally the case with a beginner, It is 
necessary to expand the lungs as well as to renew the stroke of the 
sults and for this purpose, if for this only, the body must bend 
forwards and backwards. But Green appeared to keep hid body 
motionless-—I siy appeared, for it subsequently transpired that his 
body, as a necessity, did move, and Green professes to, and no 
donlst. does, row with his arms and legs, bending his back but sparingly 
upon the ,principle that throwing back his body forces the boat 
under water, and consequently offers more resistance. Certain it is 
that ‘aur rowers bend as much as possible, taking long strokes with 
seeming ease and deliberation, and with every tug dipping the long 
stems of: their boats under water. But they use all their body in 
one gréat oxertion, and not a portion of it. Hore was Green, pull- 
ing more.than yowing, and paddling more than either ; yet, nover 
did his trainer, nor any other man, pass him or tire him-—and many 
tried. Tt was edifying to sea Green always in advance, and, ap- 
parently, without an offort. Sometimes at an early hour I have 
noticed bim and. his: trainer having “a spurt” at the close of their 
morning's task; but it was always the same, Green never permitted 
Kelly, nor any one else, to take the load of him when he was really 
rowing, and. this was, I helfeve, the fact from first to last, matches 
included. So, in the course of’ time, his manner of rowing either 
jmproved, or seemed to do ao; and the people thought more favour- 
ably of it, under Kelly's attendance, in which I would observe he 
was unremitting. But, as the day of the match, for the champion- 
ship ‘drew near, and when people. on and about the river began to 
back Green, and the wish that he would win was ‘father to the 
thought,’ for the North Countrymen gave good odds, and. were very 
sanguino about Chambers, Green changed *in appearance, and 
decidedly for the worse. J was quite surprised at the alteration 
made in him in about a month. I found that he had reduced him-

bad, But he soon got better.. He drank a little port wine, but still 
lived sparingly; and on the morning of the race his luncheon was 
chicken and rice pudding, By this time, too, he had had spasms— 
a promising state assuredly for one abont to undergo tremendous 
exertions! Still, he believed in himself, and I, as well as his other 
friends, backed him up to the morning of the match.

LETTER FROM JOHN JACKSON. . 

The folowing letter, addressed to a gentleman in the North, b 
Jackson, of Nottinghamshire, has been kindly ‘placed at our atispaiel, 
and, like everything connected with “our 'I'welye,” whose reception 
at every place they have visited, is only surpassed by that of Garibaldi 
in the metropolis, it will, we feel assured, be Teransd. with interest :-— 

‘As I promised before leaving England to give you a short sketch 
of our Australian career, I partly fulfilled my promise by sending news- 
papers from Melbourne containing an account of our arrival and pre- 
gress through Victoria, and I now send a brief account of our New 
Zealand trip.;. We left Melbourne on J anuary 25, and after afavourable 
passage, arrived at Port Chalmers at about midnight on the 30th. The 
next day being Sunday, it was not thought advisable to land at Dunedin 
until Monday, so Mr. Shadrach Jones, who engaged us for the New 
Zealand matches, proposed a pic-nic to a Maori encampment down the 
bay, and a very * ibigee e day wehad. The Maori women are, like 
most uncultivated races, very fond of fine y and every silk handker- 
chief in the party was soon begged, and transferred from the rightful 
owners. The Queen took a particular fancy to George Parr’s rag, 
which was a very smart one, and; on his resenting it to her in due 
form, she immediately made him’ king of ‘the tribe, which title he now 
bears. Early on Monday morning, we were conveyed ashore by a 
watermen’s procession, consisting of eight peiieieued boats towing a 
larger one, in which ‘vere all our party, the ships in the harbour being 
gaily docorated, ant firing salutes in honour of the occasion, On 
reaching the: pier ‘a great crowd had assembled, and after an excellent 
lunch, we started. in a coach, drawn by six greys, for Dunedin, n dis- 
stance of about ‘nine miles over hills and mountains, and through some 
of the finest sconory I ever saw. We were accompanied by several 
other coache’s, and a large number of private vehicles and horsemen, 
and were grected with cheers on every side on arriving at Dunedin. 
We did not play the first day, but commenced at twelve o'clock, on 
February 2, and finished by midday on Februar 4, winning the match 
agaiust Twenty-two of Otago, with nine wickets to fall. As there 
was some time to spare before proceeding to Christchurch, another 
tunich was commenced between the Eleven and Twenty-two of Otago 
‘and Canterbury combined. The latter got 91 in their first innings, 
and 66 in their, second, against 73 made by us in the first innings, of 
which Grace got 42, We had no time for a secénd innings, and, 
indeed, it was only a scratch match, as we knew it would be impossi- 
ble to play the game out. The same evening we started for Lyttle- 
ton ly ‘steamer, and arrived there at ten o'clock the next 
night, spending Sunday there. Monday morning we proceeded across 
the xnountains to Christchurch, where another great reception awaited 
us, the mayor and council meeting us, and giving a champagne spread 
in the Town-hall. We commenced play about three o’clock in the
